In  preparing  soil  for  planting  it  is  best  to  spade  in  a 
good  covering  of  manure  the  fall  preceding  the  planting. 
In  spring,  when  the  ground  is  in  good  condition,  spade 
deeply  and  pulverize  thoroughly,  using  well-rotted  manures 


Keep  the  soil  clean  and  well  worked,  and  frequent  water- 
ing is  essential. 

Plant  bulbs  about  four  inches  deep  and  four  to  six 
inches  apart  in  the  row.  Plant  at  intervals  of  about  two 
weeks  apart  for  a continuation  of  blooms.
